ANNFXURE 

AMENDMENTS TO BYE-LAWS OF THE BOMBAY OIL¬ 
SEEDS AND OILS EXCHANGE LTD., BOMBAY 
In the said Bye-laws :— 

Bye-law 243(i) shall be substituted by the following:— 
Bye-Jaw 243 (i) 

For the purpose of these settlements, settlement rates for 
all transactions of the hedge contracts will be fixed by the 
Board or the Committee appointed by the Board after 
3.30 p.m, on every Tuesday and if the market is closed on 
that day then the rates shall be fixed after 3.30 p.m. on the 
previous working day. However, in case of sudden closure 
of the market on the scheduled clearing day the rates shall 
be fixed after 3.30 p.m. on the next working day. The market 
shall ordinarily be closed at 5.30 p.m* on clearing days 
excepting when the clearing day falls on Saturday in which 
case the market shall be closed at 1.30 p.m. However, the 
Board and/or the President shall have power to keep the 
market open on the clearing days after fixing the clearing 
rates for such time as may be specified. The Board and or 
President shall have power to alter clearing days and timings 
mentioned in this Bye-law. 

Bye-law 132 shall be substituted by the following 
Bye-law 132. 

The Board of Directors or the Committee appointed by 
the Board shall fix the clearing rates every Tuesday, and if 
that day happens to be a closed day, then on the previous 
working day and shall cause the same to be noted and re¬ 
gistered in the record of the Exchange. When the clearing 
is held on Tuesday the settlement day, inward payment day 
and outward payment day shall be immediately following 
Wednesday, Friday and Monday respectively. If the clearing 
is held on Monday on account of Tuesday, being a closed 
day, the settlement day, inward—payment day and outward 
payment day shall remain the same, that is—immediately* 
following Wednesday, Friday and Monday respectively. In 
the event however, the clearing day is postponed to the 
next working day, the settlement day, inward payment day 
and the outward payment day should also be similarly post¬ 
poned in the manner aforesaid. The Board or the (Clearing 
Rates Committee, may as it deems proper, postpone or alter 
the days for clearing and/or for settlement and or for pay¬ 
ment, of accounts. 

The following shall be added after Bye law 243, as Bye¬ 
law 243-A— 

Byc-law 243-A. 

(i) If on any day the closing rate of any of the hedge 
contract in castorseed rises or falls by Rs. 15.00 
per 100 kg. above or below the last settlement 
rate, an AUTOMATIC SETTLEMENT CLEAR¬ 
ING shall immediately take place thereafter in 
respect of hedge contracts in castorseed on the 
basis of the closing rates on that date. 

(ii) In respect of such Automatic Settlement Clearing 
the members shall exchange slips on the second 
working day of the day on which such rise or fall 
in price, as stated in clause (i) of the Bye-law 
takes place. 

(iii) The inward payment along with the Balance Sheet 
and all other statements as required to be submit¬ 
ted under the Bye-laws for the clearing shall be 
submitted to the Clearing House on the working 
day following the day on which slips are exchange 
under clause (ii) above or on such other later day 
as the Secretary may decide with the concurrence 
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of the President Outward payment shall be made 
as early as possible as may be fixed by the Board 
of Directors or the Clearing Rates Committee, 

Provided that the Board or the President on their own, 
or upon a request may extend the inward payment 
day or the time for the Exchange of slips. 

(iv) The Bye-laws relating to normal settlement clear' 
ing shall apply to such Automatic Settlement Clear¬ 
ing. 

(4) The following shall be added as Bye-law 243-B after 
Bye-law 243A 
Bye-law 243-B, 

The Board shall have power, subject to the approval of 
the Forward Markets Commission, to vary from time to time 
the extent of rise or fall in the closing prices above or below 
the last settlement rate in castorscerf hadge contracts when 
an Automatic Settlement Clearing shall take place a 3 pro¬ 
vided above in Bye-law 243-A, 


II. Bye-taws relating to Minimum Brokerage Charges. 

In Byc~law 134-A, for the words and figures “Rs, 7.00 pet 
,5 M. Tonnes" the words and figures “Rs. 10.00 per 5 M, 
Tonnes" shall be substituted and for the words and figures 
"Additional brokerage at Re. 1,00 per 5 M. Tonnes shall be 
chargeable for the outs landing position carried forward at 
every settlement", the words and figures “Additional broker¬ 
age at Rs. 2,00 per 5 M. Tonnes" will be chargeable for the 
.outstanding business* position carried forward at every regular 
settlement and such additional brokerage in the case of 
Automatic Settlement Clearing will be Rs. 1.00 per 5 M. 
Tonnes. However, the Board on its own or on a request 
shall have power to revise or very the minimum brokerage 
charges and the additional brokerage charges specified in his 
Bye-law, shall be substituted.
